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Campus  Changes 
Are  Becoming 
More  Obvious 


New  Stadium  and  Eeconstruoted  Power 
Plant  Building  Will  improve  Campus, 
Buildings  axe  Eedecorated. 


Visitors  at  the  College  wUl^  no  doubt, 
notice  a  number  o£  changes  that  have 
taken  place  on  tlio  campus  during  the 
last  several  months. 

The  addition  to  the  campus  which  is, 
perhaps,  of  most  interest  to  tho  stud¬ 
ents  and,  alumni  is  tli6  now  football 
stadium  just  nortliwest  of.  tho  gymnas¬ 
ium.  Tho  field,  which  has  boon  under 
construction  for  some  time,  is  complet¬ 
ed  and  ,a  blue  grass  &od  started.  An  ef¬ 
ficient  drainage  system  has  also  been 
established. 

Bleachers,  wlvicli.  will  hold  some  four 
thousand  spectators,  are  soon  to  bo 
erected.  A  cinder  track  is  to  be  built 
around  the  field  in  time  for  the  spring 
track  meets,  if  possible. 

It  has  boon  rumored  that  the  field 
will  bo  equipped  for  night  football  next 
season.  At  any  rate,  tho  new  field  is 
undoubtedly  a  vast  improvement  over 
tho  one  now  in  use.  i 

Tho  second  change  during  the  past 
year  is  one  even  mqre  essential  than  a 
football  field.  This,  is  a  new  or  roeon- 
str'^cted  power  plant  building  on  the 
aito  of  the  old  structure.  The  new  build¬ 
ing,'  of  brick  and  steel  construction,  is 
fireproof  and  adds  greatly  tp  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  campus  from  the  east 
side. 

The  old  brick  smokestack  was  torn 
■dew  nafter  the  now  concrete  one  was 
•ereeted,  The  new  stack  was  built  by  the 
Bolin  Stack  Company  of  St.  Liouis^ 
power  plant  building  was  built  by  .  the 
Eau  Construction  Company  of  Kansas 
■City. 

The  new  building  has  a  garage  for 
tho  College  cars  and  buses,  an  engine 
Toom,  a  boiler  room,  a  coal  room,  and  is 
•well  equipped  to  house  tho  power  plant. 

Most  of  the  work  on  tho  structure 
■^as  been  done  since  early  Septombor, 
tliough  some  temporary  building  was 
done  last  year.  Tho  ground'  around  tho 
power  i)lant  are  to  bo  cleaned  up  and 
a  program'  of  beautification  is  to  bo  in¬ 
stituted. 

Ail  the  woodwork  and  wood-finishing 
on  the  outside  of  the,  Administration 
Building  have  been  repainted.  Mr.  Ken¬ 
ney  Tobow  and  nine  assistants  have 
^bocn  busy,  several  weeks  making  tlie 
building  more  attractive. 

All  tho  rooms  in  tho  dormitory  and 
tho  kitchen  and  cafeteria  have  been  re¬ 
decorated  Within  tho  last  few  months. 

Another  improvement  in  tlio  Adminis¬ 
tration  building  is  tho  partition  of  the 
old  physics  laboratory  at  tho  west  end 
of  third  floor  into  classrooms  and  of¬ 
fices. 

A  now  system  of  liglitiifg  has  boon 
installed  on  tho  campus.  Light  posts 
have  been  erected  along  tho  “long 
wplk, ’’  and  tho  walk  leading  to  Besi- 
donco  Hull.  Each  of  these  liglif  posts 
are  being  dedicated  to  one  of  the  grad¬ 
uating  classes  of  S.  T.  0.  or  to  a  facul¬ 
ty  member  who  passes  away.

The  loan  was 
made  possible  by  Miss  Olive  DeLuce, 
Chairman  of  the  Arts  Department,  who 
is  a  member  of  tho  Fedofatibn.

The  prints  in  tho  collection  were 
collected  especially  for  this  exhibit  and 
are  of  unusually  fine  workmanship)  ao- 
cording  to  Miss  DoLuoe.  •  '  , 

Pictures  of'the  type' exliibitod  in' Sob- 
ial  Hair  are  no  longer  ' made  oxobpt  in 
cheap  imitations,  The  most  recent  work 
of  this '  kind  was  done  in  Japan  about 
tho  middle  of  tho  last  century; 

In  making  one  of  these  prints,  the 
Japanese  artist  first  designed  tho  pic¬ 
ture  which  ho  wished  to  produce.  Ho 
then  made  a  Icoy  block  which  contained 
fl.U..b,lack  lines,  in  ..the.  print.  .. This  done, 
ho  made  a  now  block  for  each  different 
color  in  tho  picture,  each  block  contain¬ 
ing  all  the' designs  of  a  particular  color. 

When  tho  blocks  were  all  made,  a 
piece  of  paper  was  moistened  and' tho 
black-lino  block  etampoil  0*1  it  first. 
Then  tho  colored:  blocks  were  stamped 
in  outlines.  Tho  artist  signed  his  name 
in  tho  lower  loft  hand  corner  and  loft 
tho  name  of  tho  picture  with  an  ap¬ 
propriate  quotation  from  a  pocni  in  the 
upper  right. 

This  type  of  art,  -known  as  Ukio'-yo, 
was  first'  made  by  this  school  in  the 
sovontoonth  century.  Among  tlio  artists 
of  tho  school  .are  Moroiiobu,  Hiroshige, 
Ho'kusni,  and  Sesshu. 

Pictures,  made  by  tlioso  artists,  are 
famous  for  their  beauty  of  lino,  sp,acing, 
and  color.  They  wore  made  for  tho  peo¬ 
ple  who  could  not  afford  tho  expensive 
pictures  made  by  court  artists;  .For 
themes,  tho  artists  used  scenes  of  the 
common  people  doing  common  things, 
rather  than  religious  themes  or  scenes 
from  court  life. 

Two  of  tho  most,  famous  themes  arc 
“One  Hundred  Scones  on  tho  Hojid  Be¬ 
tween  Tokyo'  and  Kyoto,’’  and  “Ton 
Views  of  Fujiyama.  Tho  most  expensive 
picture,  because  of  its  rarity,  in  tho  col¬ 
lection  is  thoi  one  called  “Bain”  by 
Hiroshige. 

At  tho  time  of  tho  opening  of  Japan 
to  foreign  trade  about  1865,  a  number 
of  tho  Ukio-yo  pictures  wore  sent  from 
there  to  Europe  to  America.  Hero  they 
exerted  a  marked  influence  upon  sueli 
artists  as'  Whistler,  Millet,  and  La 
Fargo,  all  of  whom  used  simple  back¬ 
grounds. 

Very  few  of  tho  prints  are  loft  and 
tlioso  now  in  existence  are  rapidly  in¬ 
creasing  in  price.  The  collection  at  the 
Oollogo  was  valued  at  $500.

wo  already  have  and  can  use  for  plays 
of  poetic  fancy  and  color.  “Wo  should 
bo  able  to  produce  almost  anything 
wo  may  wish,’’  said  Mr.  Miller  in  com¬

Govemor  Henry  S.  Caulfield  Is  Princi¬ 
pal  Speaker  at  Dedication  Program  of 
Maryville’s  New  Milk  Plant.

Due  to  tho  inclement  weather,  thej.. 
Icoturo  program  ■which  marked  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  new  milk  plant,  was  held  in 
the  ,(^llego  auditorium,  Thursday  after¬ 
noon,  October  31. 

The  principal  speaker  was  Hon.  Henry 
S.  Caulfield,  Governor  of  Missouri.  Gov- 
ornbf  Caulfield,  as  well  as  a  number  of 
other  high  officials  of  tho  state,  and 
Wabash  Bailroad  officials,  who  were  in 
Maryville  Thursday,  were  introduced 
by  Mr.  William  Pharos,  who  heads  tho 
milk  plant  organization. 

Incidentally,  Governor  Caulfield  said 
that  tho  toachers  colleges  of  tho  state 
had  caused  him  very  little  worry  thus 
far  in  his  administration.  He  expressed 
ho  hope  that  larger  appropriations  could 
bo  made  for  the  teachers  colleges  in  tho 
future. 

In  taking  up  tho  subject  of  tlio  new 
milk,  plant,-' Mr.  Caulfield  '  made  '■  the 
statomont  that  tho  now  project  was  not 
a  private  but  a  community  entorpriso; 
that  it  was  a  monument  to  someone’s 
ontorpriso  and  vision.  Ho  said,  further, 
in  this  connoction,  that,  a  factory  had 
always  had  a  romantic  appeal  for  him. 

“A  factory  in- any  cbinmilnity,  ’  ’  he 
continued,  “  moans  mofo  -work  for  the 
people  of  ■  tho  community,  more  happi¬ 
ness,  hotter  education,  bettor  and  cheap¬ 
er  products  for  tho  ponsumor,  and,  in 
this  particular  case,  a-  more  economical 
use  of  tho  soil  rosourcca  of  tlio  commun¬ 
ity.’’ 

Governor  Oaulfiold  made  tho  stato¬ 
mont,  that  according  to  reliablo  infor¬ 
mation,  the  Maryville  M-ilk  Processing 
PJant  is  ono  of  tho  most  modern  factor¬ 
ies  of  its-  kind  in  tho  '  United  States, 
Ho  said  that,  in  order  to  mako  a  worth- 
whilo  community,  'more  than  land  and 
people  aro  nocossary — you  liavo  to  have 
groat  loadors.  ,ThuB  ho  paid  tributu  to 
tho  loaders  of' Nodaway  County’s  noW| 
industry.' 

Tho  now  milk  plant,  the  speaker  con- 
tiuuo'd,  is  another  stop  forward  in' the 
dovolopmont  of  tho  industry  of  dairying 
in  Missouri,  : 

“Missouri,"  ho  said,  “is  on  tho  way 
to  bocomihg'  a  leading  dairy  state:  Tiiis 
is  true,  in  spite  of  tho  fact  that  dairy¬ 
ing,  ill  this  state,  is  a  rathor  modern  in¬ 
dustry.’,'  In  1918,  tho  governor  rqmind- 
od  his' audionce,  tiyonly  states  producod 
more  croambry  butter  than  Missouri.  In 
1028,  only  seven  states  ranked  ahead  of 
Missouri  in  tho  production  of  this  com 
mbdity.  Tho  state  ranks,  sixth  in'  pure 
bred  dairy  cows  and  fifth  in  Jorsoy  cat¬ 
tle.  Jasper  county  ranks  ahead  of  any 
other  county  in  any  state  in  tho  number 
of  brooders  of  purebred  dairy  cattle. 

In  closing  his  spoeoh,  Mr.  Oaulfiold 
said  that  ho  was  proud  that  this  now  in¬ 
dustry  bad  boon  ostablisliod.  Ho  said 
that  tho .  Btpto,  thrqugh  its  agricultural 
board  and  the  University  of  Missburi,  is 
making  rapid  strides'^  toward  the  'fur¬ 
thering  of  tho  dairying  industry  in  the 
state.

In  tho 
early  part  of  the  game  Bussoll,  sorrel- 
topped  Mule,  got  Jlis  hands  on  a  pass 
which  Fischer  had  attempted  to  bat 
down  and  ran  for  the  first  score  of  tho 
game.  From  then  on  tho  Mules  really 
became  stubborn,  determined  to  de¬ 
throne  any  Maryville  aspirations  for' 
wining.  But  the  Bearcats  wore  stubborn 
also,  and  tho  Mules  brayed  in  vain. 
Time  after  time  a  Mule  tried  tho  line 
only  to  find  a  big -Vic  Mahbod  or  an-  ' 
other  lineman  sailing  out  of  nowhere 
and  setting  him  back  a  few  foot  or  so.

Maryville,  with  a  strong  line,  was 
crippled  in  the  ' backfiold.  Fischer  had 
a  bad 'ankle,  and  Bussell  bad  to  remain 
nt  ■  homo  oh  account,  of  injuries.

Warrensburg  really-  deserved  a  score, 
by  virtue  of  excollont.  passing.  Tho 
Mulos  oomploted 'i4'thirows  for  a  tbtal  ■ 
of  153  yards;  -during  which  tiuio  Mary^ 
villo  completed  4'  'for  ,35  yards.  On 
straiglit  football,  yards  gained  were 
about  ovon.  The  boys  arc  studying  hard 
on  tho  Kirksvillo  lesson  whicli  will  bo 
recited  soon.

tion,  but  a  greater .  clinngo  is  needed. 
Last  year  eight  million  dollars  was 
wasted  on  preventable  disease,  or  a  sum 
which  would  cover  tho  cost  of  all  educa¬ 
tion.'  Anotlior  problem  is  tho  building 
up  of  sound  bodies  ns  well  ns  sound 
minds  and  wlion  tho  churcli  and  homo 
are  inclined  to  shed  responsibility  tho 
school  must  accept  it.

Miss  Inn  Wnclitcl,  Lafayette  High 
School,  St.  Joseph,  discussed  “Devel¬ 
oping  Efficient  Typists.”  In  her  talk, 
she  said  that  tho  underlying  principal 
is  accuracy,  not  only  in  copy  but  also 
in  tochniquo — in  posture,  strokes  and 
movements. 

“Developing  Efficient  Stonogrnpb- 
ors”  was  discussed  by  Miss  Mnymo  Mn- 
gill.  North  Kansas  City  High  School. 
Slio  said  tliat,  in  developing  efficient 
stimogrnphers,  she  tried  to  develop  a 
knowledge  of  shorthand  theory,  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  shorthand  vocabulary  and 
style,  and  an  ability  to  tako  dictation. 
Miss  Magiil  advocated  reading  ovory- 
thiiig  dictated — ^usually  reading  three 
times,  then  re-dictating  and  reading 
twice  again.
